All extension of the muuicipal system 
to many thickly settled portions of the 
country would, we think, be found to be 

beneficial to the residents thereof. At 
present several of tlio most important 
districts of the Province have no com- 
munity ot interest and it is therefore 
most dilUcult for a representative in the 
local legislature to advocate the wants 
of the entire district with like advan- 
tage to every portion thereof. It is 
true just Ijeforo the meeting of the 
House he may mingle amongst liis con- 
.stituent.s witli a view to ascertaining 
their requirements, and liaving done ho 
will in several instances find that it is 
a work of impossibility td harmonize 
their wants. Now tliis state of aflairs 
might, to a great extent, bo remeilied 
if the most po})ulous portions of the 
districts iilhulcd to were formed into 
municipuUtiea Such a course woukl 
place the expenditure of provincial 
moneys more directly in the hands of 
the people themselves, would relievo a 
representative of an unpleasant respon- 
sibility in respect to the advocacy of 
money votes and would place liiin be- 
yond the possibility of being charged 
with building a fancy or electioneering 
road to a friend's door. But in many 
otlior respects tlie residents of tlio iiui- 
nieipalities would find tlieniselvi's ma- 
terially beuelitted. Under the nmni- 
cipal systoiii they would be enabled to 
make tiieir own local by-laws, would be 
permitted to regulate their sanitary con- 
dition, and in a variety of ways would 
enjoy advantages which they cannot at 
present. The mode in which any lo- 
cality may Ijccome a nmnicipality is 
simple. All tiuit is required is a peti- 
tion to the Lieutenant-Governor in 
Couucil simied by not less than " two 
thirds of the male freeliolders, house- 
holders, free miners, preemptors and 
leaseholders for a term of not less than 
two years, being respectively of the full 
age of 21 years" expressing a desire 
that the locality ui which they reside 
may bo incorporated. There must be 
at least 30 male residents, qualified as 
' above, within the locality, and the peti- 
tion must state the total luunbor of 
residents entitletl to petition, and the 
projiosed name and extent of the 
municipality. The petition ia taken into 
consideration by the Lioutonant-Govornor 
in Council and in duo course letters pa- 
tent issue and tlio locality becomes a nm- 
nicipality, and from that liour enjoys all 
municipal rights and privileges. Amongst 
a long list of mattoi's on which 
municipalities are entitled to legis- 
late may bo mentioned the follow- 
ing : — Tho . raising and expenditure 
of municipal revenue ; saloon and other 
licenses; drainage works; prevention and 
removal of nuisances; luaintcnanco of 
peace oflicors; preservation of public 
health; cemeteries; public morals; estab- 
lishment of public markets; regulation of 
vehicles; construction of sida walks, and 
the roUof .of the poor. Even in this brief 
abstract, from a list of forty-five distinct 
subjects in connection with which a nnmi- 
cipality may pass bylaws, it must bo ap- 
parent that there are several matters that 
a representative in the local legislature 
would have great diiliculty in dealing 
witli. It therefore scorns that tho resi- 
dents of thickly populated localities would 
be availing themselves of many advan- 
tages wore they to petition the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor in Council to issue letters 
of incorporation. Wo are sure that tho 
several representatives in the House u-ould 
be glad to be relieved of a responsibility 
which cannot be thoroughly and satisfac- 
torily assumed, and we ate confident that 
petitioners would live to see tho wisdom 
of extending the municipal system.

The charges ui)On which ex-Secretary 
llobeson, of the United States Naval 
Department, and •three of his chief as- 
sistants are to be indicted are of a very 
serious nature. Blunders so gross as to 
partake more of the nature of crimes, 
and almost without number, are laid to 
their charge. During Robeson's adiniii- 
istration $230,000,000 have been spent 
on the navy, and for this vast sum there 
is almost nothing to show. Contracts 
involving tho expenditure of millions 
of dollars were entered into without any 
security being demanded or other safe- 
guard being required; materials and 
stores were purchased, sold, and barter- 
ed away without the least noce.fsity; ves- 
sels worth 820,000,000 were sold with- 
out being properly advertised for 
$1,000,000; and, generally, the Depart- 
ment was found to be honeycombed 
with corruption and speculation. It is 
not supposed that anything but careless- 
ness, inefficiency, and disregard of higal 
requirements will be brought homo to 
Mr. llobeson, but some of his subordin- 
ates need not expect to be let off so 
lightly. 

THE POPTJLATION OP THE SAND- 
■WIOH ISLANDS. 



After all, there is hope that the native 
population of the Sandwich Islands will 
not wholly becomo extinct. Tho im- 
])ression prevailed, a few yejirs ago, that 
the population of those Islands was grad- 
ually diminishing, and that it would at no 
distant day become cxj;hict — and tlie 
facts certainly supported this apprehen- 
sion. In tho years 1B68 and 18G9, the 
'deaths were 0,879, and the birtlis 4,207 — 
the deaths exceeding the births by 2,012, 
or more than 00 per cent. ; and it is evi- 
dent that if 'this excess were to continue, 
the Islands must become destitute of in- 
habitants. During the ten years from 
1868 to 1877, the total deaths were 30,- 
919, and the total biiths 22,907, sliowing 
a decrease , in ^tho population of 8,012. 
But aboiit the" year 1868 new sanitary 
laws wore introduced and rigorously en- 
forced, and tho result has been a steady 
diminution of the excess of deaths over 
births. Thus, for tlio two years 1870 and 
■ 1871, this excess was 48 per cent. ; for tho 
next two years it was 29 per cent. , and for 
tho two years ending with 1877 it was 7 
per cent. It is hoped that the report for 
tho ton years ending with 1879 will show 
tliat tho excess of deaths over births has 
been overcome, and a rate of increase in 
the population established. ■ TI\q popuk-

Tlio Political Situation in the 
Vnltol States. 



Damascus htts been ruined by the 
o]jening of tho Suer Canal. The over- 
land trade, both Oriental and European, 
by caravan with Bagdad and tho Persian 
Gulf has been diverted by the .^v-nter- 
"way. The competition of India and 
China in Bilk nnd He.-^nnio seed through 
tho canal has Ron.sibly affected the value 
of these products, the late discovery of 
alazarino has rendered valueless tho 
cultivation of madder for export; and 
the diversion of largo numbers of Mos- 
lem pilgrims from all parts of the East, 
who liad hither made Damascus tlioir 
p oint of arrival nnd departure, with 
much profit to the city, to the sea route 
by tho canal, has contributed in no 
small degree to its downward progrcs.s. 
House rent has declined 30 and 50 per 
cent., and large numbers of empty houses 
and shops in every part of the city in- 
dicate the general decline. Tlio streets 
arc filled with beggars, botii Jlosloni 
and Christian, and that, too, in a city 
where eighteen month.s ago a beggar was 
a rarity. Tiie more elevated districts 
of Lebanon, which formerly contributed 
the principal portion of mendicants dur- 
ing winter months, linve this year sent 
double tlie number to swell the amount 
of local indigence. The far-famed Eye 
of tho East is now dull and lustroles.s.

(From the Nation.) 

It now begins to be seen 'pretty 
clearly that everything is going to turn 
on the election of the now House this 
fall. In the present House the Demo- 
crats have a majority of only a dozen 
or so, and though tho .Senate after 
March -1, 1879, is certain to lie Dcmo- 
eratic for the first time since the .South 
seceded, this is tho effect of ohl vic- 
tories, wlule in tho most recent jiopular 
elections (those in whicli the i)rc.sent 
House was elected) the Democrats lost 
heavily. This looked like a turn in the 
tide, and if it eontinmMl to How it would 
give tho RefiubiicaiiK the lower ITou.so 
thi.s fall. But now tiio ([ucstion is, Is 
it llowing or ebbing ! There is cert- 
ainly no reason to look to the South, for 
there the few seats tho Ropublicians 
hold (some half dozen) must be lost 
this autumn. The loss of those scat.s 
makes the Deinorcratic majority to be 
overcome between twenty and thirty, 
and the means of overcoming it must 
be provided by Northern or Western 
States. On this account tho shrewder 
politician.s have been looking to tho re- 
sult of the Oregon election with mingled 
dread nnd iiopc. If it iiad gone Ke- 
publican, the result would have boon 
regarded aa the first ripple of a "tidal 
wave" which might be expected to sweep 
over the North and West in the fnll. 
But it is gone Democratic, or to adopt 
the metaphorical language appropriate 
to subjects of this kind, the "first gun" 
of tho camjiaign lias not only missed 
fire, but has exploded at the sann; time, 
scattering de.struclion among the ranks 
of the hard pressed Republican garrison. 
The loss of Oregon in ISSOis, of course, 
n severe blow. From Missouri and 
Ohio, both of which States have been 
redistricted, the Democrats expect, ap- 
parently with reason, to get increased 
fitrengtli, so that tho question of Repub- 
lican control of tho House narrows itself 
down to tho problem of securing at 
least twenty-five scats next fall. It is 
ovi(h'nt nt a glance that this will be dif- 
ficult to accomplish, and an appreci- 
ation of the diiliculty is at the bottom 
of much of the present Democratic con- 
fidence as to the future. According to 
the Democratic view, these twenty-five 
seats are not likely to' be obtained in 
any case, liow they ai-c to bo secured 
with an Investigating Committee at 
work publishing campaign documents 
like the Anderson coiifession .from 
month to month ?

Thfl "Water Supply. 

Elk Lak:3 water, as it comes from the 
pipes, emits a very unpleasant smell. It 
is little, if. any, better than old Spring 
Ridge water, which was alwa3-3 regarded 
as " rotten," and .is the water now sup- 
plied contains small tish, ugly bugs, and 
decayed vegetable matter, it is both dis- 
gusting and unhealthy. Consumers will 
bo glad to know that the Oity Council 
have taken the state of the water into 
serious consideration, and are about to 
visit Elk L;iko en masse. It is hoped that 
whilst at the lake none of the Councillors 
will bo so indiscreet as to partake of the 
beverage, lost the city should bo deprived 
of his mvaluablo services and the expense 
of a iiew election for one of the w.ards 
should have to be borne. In glancing 
over the files we find that Mr. H. O. 
Toidoman was deputed, as far back as 
1803, to visit the lakes in the vicinity of 
Victoria City and report on their adapta- 
bility for supplying water to Victoria. 
Ho reported favorably on Elk Lake, but 
condemned BeavBr Lake in tho following 
unequivocal language: 

*' About one mile from Elk Lake the 
channel has been transformed into a 
rock}- basin, by tho ageiicy of be.ivera, to 
a small lake (called Beaver Lake) which 
is now Burroiuuleil by liea\'y swamps, 
thickly ovorgrowni with roed grass and 
bushes. * * * In tho sumtaur season 
tho water of Ilk Lake falls two feet and 
more, so that there is no discharge of any 
consecpienco of water to tho said Beaver 
Lake, which is nothing else than tho resi- 
due of tho winter and spring waters, 
greatly reduced by escape and evapomtion, 
so that tho remnant of water is very stag- 
luiiit and full of organic matter, which 
makes that water, without prior filtration, 
unhealthy and unfit for public use." 

It will scarcely be credited that in the 
face of that report the dam and filters 
were built (it'/uic instead of above Beaver 
Lake, so that tlio purer element from Elk 
Lake, on its w;iy to tlio City, niixea with 
and is contaminated by tho "cr^anic mat- 
ter " which tho former contaiui and is 
thereby rendered " unhealthy and unfit 
for [>ublie use. 'I Mr. Teideman's warning 
— wliscli proves to have boon prophetic — 
written 16 yc.irs .ago, should have been 
heeded. From Wednesday uiglit's dis- 
cussion wo gather tliat an attempt will be 
made to remedy tho present evil by ex- 
tending the main supply pipes to Elk 
Lake, and tliUB avoid contamination by 
Beaver Lake entirely. The sooner Uic 
bettor. 



Tho Pan-Ancrlloan Synod. 

London, July 2. — The Pan-Anglican 
Synod convened to-day at Lambeth Pal- 
ace. Ninety Bishops wore present. Tho 
Arclibishop of Canterbury presided. H 
urged tho question of maintaining faitli 
against infidelity to bo tlie principal subject 
of thought of tho delegates.

dise, 4 cents for each 4 ounces or fraction 
thereof. Tho prepayment of postage is 
compulsory. Letters may be registered 
upon the p.aymont of a fee of ten cents in 
addition to tho postage. Tlio designated 
ollicos of exchange are San Francisco on 
tlie side of tlio United States, and Mel- 
bimriio on tho side of Victoria.

Tho Bu&son'a Bay OOmpany. 



The report of the Directors of tho Hud- 
son's Bay Company is issuod. Tho Gov- 
ernor and Committee express their deep 
regret that the result of tho trade lias 
proved oven more unsatisfactory tlian they 
. had anticipated in November, when their 
last report was prosonted. They say that 
notwithstanding tho unjirecodontod de- 
cline in tlie price of furs wliich has taken 
place during tliu last threo years thoy 
have not hitherto deemed it expedient to 
adopt measures whereby the returns or a 
portion of them should remain in tho 
hands of the Company, to bo offered for 
s.ale with fresh importations at a future 
time. Tlioy confidently state that at no 
period of its history has tho robe business 
of the Company been subjected in all its 
details and in all its branches to a more 
rigorous examination; and they also af- 
firm that no efforts on tho part of the offi- 
cers .abroad or of tho Coniinittoo at homo 
could have provontod tho results which 
have occurred from tlio unprocodcntod 
decline in the prices of furs and from tho 
general stagnation of business, which has 
att'ectod not only tho Hudson's Bay 
Company, but most of tho commercial 
undertakings of the country. Upon the 
present deplorable condition of tho Com- 
pany a financial contemporary makes the 
following rom.arks : — '' The present re- 
port presents a picture of even greater 
disaster tlian on tho last occasion. There 
was then a small profit; now there is a 
heavy loss. This is a consequence of a 
further fall in prices. Tliero is in the 
accounts furnislicd no indication of a fall- 
ing off in quantities. Of course there is 
no dividend, and this not only pinches 
the proprietors, but tho officers, and in 
order to relievo the latter tho directors 
have hit upon tho following plan. Tho 
plan is, that the ofHcors interested in the 
outfit of 1870 should receive ronumera- 
tion at the rate of £100 per share. The 
amount required for this purpose is 
£9,200, part of which is to be provided 
out of a fund originally set apart for an- 
other purpose. The land account of tho 
Company, from which such groat things 
were cxpoctetl, aocuis to be a wretched 
cxliiliit. There is a small balance to be 
carried forward. It Booms probable that 
udson's Bay sliarc! will again go Aoyai 
jo oiglit, possibly lower, for were matters 
ver so bad with the Company as they 
ire now ?"

Bot Work -with tho Indians. 



Scott'h, Ogn., July 8— S:.10 p. .u. — 
Very reliable information comoH to- 
day from the vicinity of Long Creek, 
which empties into tiie North Fork of 
the John Day River. The informa- 
tion is given by families moving to the 
Dalles for safety. They say tho In- 
diana visited Long Crock last niglit, 
burning seven ranches cloan and driv- 
ing ofTand killing stock. 

U.MATILLA, July 8, 9 p. M. — Cajitain 
Wilkinson, with the steamor North- 
west, made an attack this afternoon on 
a band of Indians crossing horHes over 
tho river, about 8 miles above here, 
killing a large number of lionses, and, 
it is sujiposed, an Indian or two. 

San Fuancisco, July 9 — A dispatch 
received at the army h'iadquarfcqrs liero 
from General Howard, dated Head of 
Birch Crook, July 8tli, says ho found 
tho Indians in force on a lioight near 
tho head of Butter Creek. Tho In- 
dians wero strongly j)ontod on a rocky 
crest. Tho cavalry deployed and ad- 
vaucod handsomely under a heavy fire. 
The ascent is described aa nteeper than 
that at Missionary Eidge, but not a 
man broke i-anks, though several sad- 
dles woro oiniitied and many liorsos 
killed. Tho onemy was driven from 
his position to another height in the 
roar of a gi'cater elevation and crowned 
with natural defences of lava rock. In 
twenty minutcB this position was also 
stormed from ditfercnt sides at once, 
and rapid pursuit commenced of flying 
Indians, who abandoned horses, amu- 
nition and camp materinl."?. The hos- 
tile.s made for thick timber, crowning 
tho Uluo ridge, and made another stand, 
but were again dislodged and pushed 
four or five miles further in the moun- 
tains. The rough country and great 
exhaustion of men and horsoH cauBcd 
cGBsation of pursuit for to-day. In 
this engagement,' five cnlisteel men 
were wounded and about twenty 
horses killed. It is impossible to state 
tho loss of the enemy. Their women 
and children and best liorsos were 
moved before tho fight began, a])pareiit- 
ly in the direction of Grand Koude, 
and the hostiles fled in that direction. 

Umatilla, July 9. — Gov. Chadwick 
has just received the following : Ton 
P.M. — The Indians have retreated and 
will go by the way of Wallowa and 
Salmon river. 

Cha.s. Jewell of Pendleton, was 
found in tlic brush boyoiid Pilot Hock, 
badly wounded, wlicre lin had been 
lying since last Saturday without food 
or drink. When wounded lie wrote 
on a board with a piece of charcoal : 
" Chas. Jewell, badly wounded; lying 
in the brush," placed it in tho road ancl 
thon crawled into the brush. Yoster- 
torday tho board was picked up and 
Mr. Jewell called for, when lie an- 
swered and was thereby rescued. 



NEVADA. 

Battle Mountain, July 8. — A fire 
broke out in the Battle- Mountain 
Hotel about twelve o'clock Saturday 
night near a room occupied by Mrs. 
Ward, a domestic. The lire was under 
headway when discovered, and owing 
to the scarcity of water tlie brick .build- 
ing of J. A. Blossom k. Co. was tlic 
only building .saved in the block, con- 
aisting of about fifteen business houses. 
Mr.!?. Ward perished in the flames. 
Elias Jones, a teamster, was badly 
burned. Dave Bcntlcy Iiad his ankle 
sprained by jumping from a window on 
the' second floor of the hotel. It is not 
known how the fire originated. A man 
was shot at whilo setting fire to a hay 
stack belonging to E. Pickett. Hardly 
anything was saved and there ^vaa 
scarcely any insurance. Several families 
are destitute. Loss about $35,000.

Of these, 
two — St. Mildred, Broad street and St. 
Margaret, Pattens — have spires of re- 
markable beauty, and tho first has an 
unusually fine interior. The iconoclasts 
in all these cases aro the church author- 
ities Ihoinsolvos. The churches stand 
in what are now the busiest part of the 
city, and the clergy are of the opinion 
that, as the e lifices are no longer need- 
ed, it is better to soil the sites for busi- 
ness purposes and build in the suburbs. 
Wni. Morris writes to tho London. 
Times that the loss of these churches 
will bo irreparable, ns thoy form a dis- 
tinct link in the history of English 
church architecture. He says: 

Many persons sujiposo that by pro- 
serving St Paul's, that architect's great 
mastorpioco, enough will be left to illus- 
trate his views upon ecclosiastical archi- 
tecture; but this is far from being tho 
case. For, grand as St. Paul's undoubt- 
edly is, it is only ono of a class of 
building common enough to the con- 
tinent — imitations of St. Peter's, Rome. 
In fact, St. Paul's can scarcely be looked 
upon as an English design, but rather 
as an English rendering of tho great 
Italian [original; whereas the city 
churches are examples of pure English 
Renaissance architecture as applied to 
ecclesiastical purposes, and illustrate a 
fitylo.jieculiar to London, and when they 
are destroyed ono phase of architecture 
which they exhibit will have ccasod to 
exist, and nothing will be left to record 
it. Tho Continent poscsses nothing in 
tho least resembling our city churches, 
and tho fact that they are all found in 
such close proximity to one another only 
seems to make them tho more valuable 
for purposes of study. Ono groat merit 
which thoy possess is shown by tho fact 
that, although they aro diminutive in 
point of size, scarcely any one of them 
being above eighty feet long, they pos- 
sess a dignity of proportion, a masterly 
treatment as to scale, which renders 
them far more imposing than many 
buildings double and treble their dimon-

His eyes filled with 
tears, and after a moment he said, 
"and that isn't the worst of it." "Why," 
said tho officer, "is there anything 
worse than being hungry 1" The other 
looked at him with tears in his eyes 
and said, " My God, yes. Look at me. 
I have a wife and four children back 
in Ohio. Wo always had enough to 
eat and to wear, ma}' be not so fiiu; as 
some but plenty such as it was. I liad 
a hundred and thirty dollars saved up. 
Tho hard times came on ; little by lit- 
tle I used up all wS had saved. I 
couldn't get, work, and at last we came 
down to actual want. Great heavens, 
man, to seo them little children going 
to bed hungry for want of supjjer mid 
me and thoir mother both able and 
willing to work and nothing for us to 
do. I finally told her I couldn't stand 
it. I would go West. I went, and 
have walked all tho way from Ohio 
hero to try and got work and not a 
day's work can I got. Hero I am, n 
tramp, starving here in the calaboose 
and my little family star\'ing at homo. 
If I can got a dollar a day I'll work, or 
half a dollar. All I want is a chanco 
to earn a little money. I want a.])icco 
of bread to keep me until morning." 
His own wants were provided for, but 
what can the administration do when 
this story is related over and over in 
ono form or another. There are many 
cases of honorable destitution even 
among the persecuted tramps. — Peoria 
(III. ) Journal. 

Dressing at an English State 
Bali.. — ^At the recent State ball the 
Princess of Wales wore a beautiful 
dress of pale blue satin, nearly covered 
in diflerent shades of geraniums, wliich 
formed an entire tablier ; several veils 
of tulle fell over it, and seenuul fasten- 
ed to a small quilted satin train by 
bunches of geraniums. Tho corsage 
was richly studded with rare gems and 
flowers. The diadem wliich her Royal 
Highness wore was resplendent, and 
several rows of pearls fell over her 
shoulders, and a row of matchless dia- 
monds encircled her throat. The Duch- 
ess of Teck wore a most unique toilet 
in satin, of the color called vert mousse, 
intermixed with a magnificent brocade 
of pale cream, and bouquets of roses 
and leaves in the tints of tlie vert 
mousse ; the jupe and corsage were 
draped in scarves of finest Brussels laco 
drawn up with large tiger lilies. The 
Duchess of Manchester was beautifully 
dressed in a Princess robe of white sa- 
tin, drawn up over a jupe of tulle, with 
branches of white magnolias and green 
leaves, and profusions of diamonds on 
the corsage. The Duchess of Suther- 
land looked beautiful ; .iho woro a dress 
entirely composed of black tulle, with 
Arum lilies, relieved by magnificent 
jewels. 

No Bonks in thk Ockan. — Mr. Jef- 
fery has established the fact that bon^s 
disappear in the ocean. By dredging 
it is common to bring up teeth, but 
rarely ever a" bono of any kind; these, 
however compact, dis.solve ifoxjiosed 
to the action of the water but a little 
time. On the contrary teeth — which are 
not bones any more than wliales aro fish 
— resist the destroying action of eea-wa- 
ter indefinitely. It is, therefore, a 
powerful solvent. Still, the popular 
opinion is that it is brine- If such 
were tho case, the bottom of all seas 
would, long ago, have been shallowed 
by immense accumulations of carcasses 
and products of the vegetable kingdom 
con.stantly floating into them. Dentine, 
the peculiar material of which teeth are 
formed, and the emanel covering them, 
ofi'ers extraordinary resistance to these 
chemical agencies which resolve other, 
animal remains into nothingness. 
Mounds in tho West, tumuli in Eurojio 
and Asia, which are believed to antedate 
sacred history for tiiousands of years, 
yield up porfectly sound teeth, on which 
timo appears to have made no impres- 
sion whatever. 



Foil many years F rencli has been tho 
recognised language of diplomacy. In 
1871 Prince Bismarck wished to exalt 
German to that position and according- 
ly wrote a diplomatic note in that 
tongue to Prince GortschakolT on the 
subject of German unity and the humil- 
iation of .Franco. Tho Russian Chnu- 
cellor, however, did not give in to tho 
idea of making the Teutonic the inter- 
national tongue, and, therefore, answer- 
ed his brother of Germany in Russian.
